Wentworth, perhaps America's fore- 
most mathematician, who left Exeter 
Thurs^dajr morning jn his usual health 
for Y6W, Me., died suddenly that af- 
ternoon in the Djover depot. 


Professor Wenfevvorth was seventy 


years old and was born at WakeSeld, 
Aug. 31, 1S35, his preliminary educa- 


tion being obtained in the academy 
of that town. In 1822. he catered 
Phillips Exeter Academy and worked 
bis way. through the institution, 
phenomenal strength gave him 


His 
the 


name of "Bull", and he was thus 
known to the thousands of graduates 
of the academy. 


While attending the academy he 


also obtained money by teaching in 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
schools. 
Mr. 
Wentworth 
entered 


•Harvard in the sophomore class and 
was graduated in 1858. 
That year 


he entered upon his services 
with 


Phillips Exeter, which continued for 
two score years. 


Mr. Wentworth's first position with 


the academy was instructor of an- 
cient languages, but a year later he 
wa appointed professor of mathemat- 
ics, filling the chair until 1892. In 
1889 and 1890 he was acting princi- 
pal of the school 
while Principal 


Charles E. Fish was being selected. 
In 1899 (Professor Wentworth 
was 


appointed trustee of the academy and 
he held the position up to the time 
of his death. 


•Professor 
Wentworth's 
benefac- 


tions to the academy have been meri- 
torious. 
Nine years ago he gave 


the school about $4000 in return for 
•aid furnished him In scholarship in 
his student days, and three years ago 
he gave about $17,000 to defray half 
the cost of Hoyt Hall. 


As a text book author Professor 


Wentworth gained a wide reputation 
and the works of no mathematician 
are today so well known as his 
His 


financial returns from 
this source 


have been large. 


Professor Wentworth was perhaps

THE FIRST SPECTACLES. 


In the 
i 
They Were Mmle In Italy 


Tlilrtucntli Ccntwry. 


Spectacles were invented late iu tbe 


thirteenth century. Tbe use of glass 
to aid the sight of defective eyes is. 
however, much older. 
Nero looked 


through a concave glass in watching- 
the gladiatorial gainer, aiul uiauy othei- 
historical men of his day \vcre depend-! 
cut on similar devices for lengthening 
their sight. 


Till tbe latter part of the thirteenth 


century only tbe single glass -was in 
use. Iu 1200 the doable glass vras In- 
vented, and in the fourteenth ceutucy 
spectacles were used quite frequently i 
by tha very wealthy ami high born, al- 
though tbey were still so scarce that 
they were bequeathed in will \\ith all 
tbe elaborate care that marked the dis- 
position of a feudal estate. The first 
spectacles were made in Italy. 


Somewhat later the manufacture' of 


cheaper glasses sprung up in Holland, 
and it spread late in tlie fourteenth 
century to Germany, Nuremberg and 
Rathenow acquired 
fame for their 


-glasses between 1490 and 1500. 


For many years glasses were useti 


only as a means of aiding bad eyes, uu- 
til tbe fashion of wearing merely for 
tbe sake of weariug them sprang tip In 
Spain. It spread rapidly to tlie rest ol" 
the continent and brought about tlie 
transformation of tbe old thirteenth 
century spectacles into eyeglasses and 
eventually Into tbe monocle.

At 
first the hammock Isu't heavy, but afi- 
i-r an hour or MO it drag* ou oucVj shoul- 
der* like lead. Besides, it Li not at all 
entertaining to stare fixedly at a square 
foot of painted woodwork tor an hour 
or wore at a time. 


Another puuitibuieut that Jack de- 


«ptaw is ualliu£ with a «poou. He is 
placed upon ttttr deck, with two large 
wooden bucket*, one filled with water 
and the other empty. With a spoon he 
must dip all tlie, water from one buck- 
et and transfer it to the other, being, 
meanwhile, the butt of his comrades' 
jjents audjeera. 


Souic-tiinea a delinquent is made to 


walk slowly backward and forward 
'along the deck, nursing in his anus a 
six Inch projectile, weighing a little 
orer 100 |K>uuda. Once a sailor, who 
laughed at the stammering speech of 
his commander, was made to stand up- 
on the forebridge. In full view of the 
ship's crew, und laugh for an hour and 
a half. 


Spitting upon the deck of a man-of- 


war is strictly prohibited. Cuspidors 
are placed at intervals along the deck. 
and these must be used. Upon some 
ships, when a sailor is caught spitting 
upon the deck, a small tub is strapped 
to big chest, and be it.made to wear it. 
Any one who. chooses 'may use this 
walking receptacle. The offender thus 
punished rarely repeats his offense. 


A POTTERY TOWN. 


!• Unlike Any Other 
Pine* !• China. 


For at least 900 years tbe towu 


Cliingtechen, in Chiua, has been devot- 
ed to the making of pottery. Every- 
thing in Chiugtecbeu belongs to the 
porcelain and earthenware industry. 
Tbe houses ore for the' most part built 
of fragments either of. old .kilns or of 
the fire clay covers in which the porce- 
lain is stacked during firing. The riv- 
er bank is for miles covered with a 
deep stratum of broken ebiuaware ami 
chips of flre clay, and -the greater part 
of the town and several square miles 
of the surrounding country are built 
over or composed of a similar deposit. 


Chingtecbeu is unlike anything else 


in China. Tbe forms, tbe color, tlio 
materials used in the buildings, tbe at- 
mosphere, are reminiscent of tbe poorer 
parts of a civilized industrial center. 
There are 104: large pottery kilns in 
the town. The greater part are in use 
only for a short season in tbe summer. 
During this busy season the population 
of Chingteehen rises to about 400,000 
souls, but of this total nearly half are 
laborers drawn from a wide area of 
country, who come for tbe season, live 
In rows of barracklike sheds and do 
not bring their families with them. 


Visitors to Cblugtechen pass along 


street after street where every shop is 
occupied by men, women and children, 
all engaged in the designing, molding, 
painting or distributing of pottery. 
The river bank is crowded for three 
miles by junks either landing material 
and fuel or bbippiug the finished prod- 
uct. 


Mannd and Maunder. 


Neither mauud, a basket, nor maun- 


der, to whine or grumble. Is obsolete. 
Both are still In common use In South 
Notts and Leicestershire, at any rate. 
Tbe former is used only, however, of 
a particular kind of basket, used for 
carrying butter to market. The basket 
Is nearly square in shape and has two 
lids opening from the" middle part, 
where the handle is, and it is' called 
tbe "butter mawn" (mauud). Maunder 
is usually heard in such sentences as 
"What arc you maundering at?" A 
Northumbrian will say, "lie's a maun- 
dering old fool," when the man of 
whom be is speaking strings words to- 
gether in a senseless sort of way some- 
what akin to maudling.—London Notes 
and Queries.

terious sounds which came to them 
across the water. 


Months afterward, upon returning to 


Brazil, the crew determined to satisfy 
their curiosity. Accordingly they men-

the

friends and -were informed that at the 
time when the sounds" were heard the 
bells in the cathedral of San Salvador, 
on the coast, had been ringing to cel- 
ebrate a feast held In honor of one of 
the saints. 


Their sound, wonderful to relate, fa- 


vored by a gentle, steady breeze, bad 
traveled a distance of upward of 300 
miles over the saiooth water and had 
been brought to .x focus by the sails at 
the particular locality in which tbe 
sweet sounds were first heard. 


This is but one o? several instances 


of a similar kind, trustworthy authori- 
ties claiming that this same music is 
often heard under somewhat the same 
circumstances aud especially in a mois- 
ture laden atmosphere.—London Tit-

Tbe ques- 
tion naturally arises, AVere the thieves 
In reality bound to their different in- 
struments of torture while the blessed 
Saviour was nailed to his? And, If so, 
which mode of death was considered 
the more ignominious—binding or uail- 
ing? The remoteness of the event and 
the fact that in this case historical truth 
may have been sacrificed to pictorial 
effect make the above questions hard 
ones to answer. The early -writers al- 
most invariably refer to the thieves as 
having been nailed to the cross, while 
the early picture makers adhered to 
the general rule of representing them 
as having been tied or bouud to their 
separate crosses. 


If we ara to give any credence to I 


story of the holy Empress Helcu and 
her reputed discovery of the three 
crosses in tbe year 328 A. D., the two 
thieves were nailed to their crosses in 
a manner similar to that observed in 
the crucifixion of the Saviour. This 
conclusion has been settled upon for 
this reason: AThen the three crosses 
were disinterred from tbe mound in 
which tradition said they bad been 
buried, that upon which Christ bad 
suffered was only distinguished from 
the other two by tbe miracles it per- 
formed. This would certainly suffice 
to prove that all three of the instru- 
ments of torture bore similar nail 
marks and that the tradition of Christ 
being the only one nailed was not 
known at that time.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic.

had been Inadvertently Interred bare- 
footed the day before. 


This practice, which likewise prevails 


among the Tziganes as well us in many 
parts of Asia, is attributable to the be- 
lief that unless 'he dead are well shod 
when hurled their ghosts come back to 
haunt the locality where they breathed 
their last In search of a pair of boots. 


The shoes flre popularly supposed to 


be needed to pass In comfort and 
safety the broad plains which the de- 
parted soul must traverse before it 
can reach paradise. Among some na- 
tions these plains are declared to be 
covered with furzes, thorns and ino- 
rass, while other races say that they 
consist of burning sands. These plains 
of suffering are popularly credited with 
forming a sort of antechamber to hell. 
It Is for tliis reason that the boots of 
the dead are called '-bell shoes" lu Nor- 
way, Sweden, Finland and Denmark. 


STRIKING EYEGLASSES. 


No Law Which Dec-litre* It »B A«rra- 


vatcd Olfcnxe. 


It is the common opinion that for 


striking a man with glasses on there 
Is a severer penalty than for striking 
him under similar circumstances when 
he is not wearing glasses. 
Careful 


search, however, does not bring forth 
any statutory provision which declares 
tbe offense greater when the man who 
is struck wears glasses. The preva- 
lence of this Idea is due, no doubt, to 
the probability of the Judge In such 
cases giving the convicted the extreme 
penalty. The legal term for assault un- 
der such circumstances Is "mayhem," 
signif j'iug that the assailant has in one 
way or another deprived his victim of 
the power of defending himself. 


During an altercation from which a 


struggle is apt to ensue any one wear- 
ing glasses would be wise to remove 
them, unobserved if possible, however, 
because If noticed it might act as a 
signal to begin hostilities. 


Many think that'glasses would be a 


Source of general protection in these 
cases and often take advantage on that 
ground, but this Is wrong, because no 
court would bold it worse to strike a 
man with glasses than one without 
unless the assailant struck directly at 
his opponent's eyes, with the intent to 
wound or malm him, and whether one 
were hit elsewhere than on the eye- 
glasses would not enter the case at all. 
—Jewelers' Circular-Weekly.

I*-Since their defeat by Roberts and 
Kitchener, the Boers of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State (as it 
.was called) have shown either a re- 
markable amount of cheek or a char- 
acteristic amount of- impudence 
to- 


ward their conquerors. 
Wtoen the 


Boers held the whip hand, they never 
Hesitated about making it known; 
they always cracked the whip and 
cracked it freely, but now they object 
even to the remarkably mild treat- 
ment which England is according 
them. 


!A» editorial in an exchange con- 


tains the surprising statement that 
"fear of being outvoted by the spec- 
ulating classes who have no interest 
in South African development, led to 
the war of 1899. They lost and now it 
Trill be a matter of fair play if the 
liberal Parliament of England heark- 
ens to the Boer appeal," meaning the 
appeal for woman's suffrage. 


^ Everyone knows that voting, one 


•way or another, had nothing to d-o 
with the war of 1899; at least, no 
votljag on Jie side of the Boers, 
whose government was an oligarchy, 
in the hands of a few rich leaders. 


When England allowed the Boers 


to have a, legislative assembly, the 
question turned on the basis of rep- 
resentation. 
The English in the 


Transvaal, who are vastly outnum- 
bered by the Boers, ask of the moth- 
er country that the representation be 
according to the number of voters, 


• while the Boers, who have large fam- 
ilies, want it on the basis of popula- 
tion. Perhaps they want even the in- 
fants to have representation, though 
this point is not referred to in the 
dispatches. 


It is doubtful if, under the avowed 


policy ot the 
(English 
government, 


any but Boers do get a show as to 
representation in the 
Transvaal. 


When the new government 
is 
in- 


stalled, though the necessary reser- 
vations made by the mother country 
will make it impossible for the old 
abuses of the oligarchy to spring up 
anew. 


The Boers, however, 
should 
feel 


thankful that they can get anything; 
they never 
granted a concession 


when they were in power, but now 
they are to be given practically ev- 
erything. They are strong on the 
subject of lcs----tlve representation 
now, 
but before their chastisement 


they were ready enough to exorbi- 
tantly tax 
"foreigners," 
who had 


sought citizenship in vain for twen- 
ty years, without allowing them any 
representation. 


The Boers are willing to concede 


representation on the basis of the 
voting population, if women are al- 
lowed to vote. Whether or not they 
will obtain this further 
concession, 


and just how it 'would affect the na- 
tive English 
Interests, cannot be 


known this side of the- water, as no 
facts are at hand on which to hazard 
even a guess. 


It may be imagined that, other 


things being equal, this point will be 
granted them, as Great Britain has 
already sanctioned woman's suffrage 
In Nw Zealand and a number of the 
Ataatrallan colonies.

William K. Merrill of the contract 


department of the Xew England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company deliv- 
ered an interesting address on Thurs- 
day evening before Strawberry Bank 
Grange in K. G. E. Hall. The pub- 
ic was admitted without charge and 
i large audience gave the speaker 
close attention. 


"Groin the nature of the case," the 


ecturer said, "the telephone 
user 


does not learn as much about the tel- 
ephone system he employs as 
the 


traveler learns about the railway ov- 
er which he makes 
his journey. 


What the visitor to a large exchange 
sees is a great room along whose 
walls runs a switchboard hundreds of 
eet in length. Scores of operators 
sit quietly before the board, all of 
hem busily at work, yet so softly do 
:hey speak into the transmitters be- 
ore them that the sound of their 
•oices is no louder than the voices of 
school children studying in whispers. 


"One o'f the great multiple switch- 


boards of today may contain as many 
as 10,000 lines and require 200 op- 
erators, it takes months of the time 
of hundreds of skilled mechanics to 
build such a piece of apparatus, in 
which 
there 
are 
several 
million 


parts. 
A 10,0004ine board contains 


4,000 miles of wire; in it there are 
more than 2,000,000 soldered connec- 
tions and 15,000 incandescent elec- 
.ric lights, each hardly larger in diam- 
eter than the end of a lead pencil. 


"The si* itch-hoard is only one of 


several pieces of intricate apparatus 
n the central office, and in the oth- 
ers are thousands of miles of wire 
and hundreds of thousands of separ- 
ate peces. You can get some idea of 
he'enormous amount of material in 
a central office plant from the fact 
that in the relay coils attached to 
each subscriber's line there is a mile 
and a half of copper wire no coars- 
er, insulation and all, than the thread 
with which the New England house- 
wife does her sewing. It takes near- 
y four miles of it to weigh a pound. 


"The surprising growth of the tel- 


ephone habit is explained,"-the speak- 
er said, "by the fact that the tele- 
phone brings to your assistance pret- 
ty much all the agencies on 'which 
twentieth century life depends. With 
ts help you can save time and wear- 
ness, travel and expense; you can 
protect .yourself and your property; 
you can conduct your business; you 
can regulate your social affairs; you 
can buy, sell and bargain—yes, you 
can eveu get married, try a law suit, 
or make a will over the wire. 


"Attending 
church by telephone 


was a scheme devised by a progres- 
sive pastor for the benefit of some 
of his parishioners who were too ill 
or feeble or old to leave theirJiouses. 
One enterprising pastor in a New 
England town got up a telephone ser- 
vice for his entire congregation on a 
stormy Suday evening when the roads 
were not passable. 


"Of all Americans," the 
lecturer 


declared, "none has benefited more 
by Dr. Bell's ingenuity than the far- 
mer. It has made a marvelous change 
in his life. 
His property is better 


protected than ever before was pos- 
sible, hs family Is more comfortably 
and safely situated, his amusements 
and recreations are many times in- 
creased. Ten years ago the telephone 
was a luxury in the country and tho 
man -who had it in his house was re- 
garded as something of a splurger. 
Nowadays, people simpiy say he 
is 


getting up to the times.. 


"The farm telephone has spread 


tremendously in the past few years. 
There are 
already 1170 farmers' 


lines in the New England company's 
system, 
with 
14,000 
subscribers, 


which is an increase of 100 percent, 
last year. In the four 
states 
the 


company covers there are more than 
400 exchanges with 500,000 miles of 
wire connecting the 
210,000 
tele- 


phones."

The ouly couc-elvaWe way lu which 


(be human iulclUxcm-c can over sue- 
cewl lu averting the "iirot-i-iMiiou of tbe 


i-at 3Var" is »ot by postponing tl«j 


issue, J>ut by rovt-nsiiijj the process. 
The question Is this: While energy is 
b-'!ns dissipated in accordance* irith 
the natural law. can we so manipulate 
things as to accumulate energy, mak- 
ing the unavailable available— notwith- 
standing the fact that cosmic processes 
seem to be essentially irreversible? 
Now there Is assurally no inherent 
reason why \vc should not accomplish 
this. It is true that hitherto all the 
atomic evolution that has 
IK-CU ob- 


served is atomic disintegration. We 
may speak now. Indeed, of the analysis 
of the elements. But so it was, we 
may remember, that the older chem- 
istry began, and yet analytic chemis- 
try was the precursor o£ synthetic 
chemistry- We began by breaking up 
compounds, but now we can make 
them—can, indeed, make compounds 
hitherto unknown !n nature. Similar- 
ly, it is more than probable that we 
shall ore long learn to achieve the 
synthesis of the elements as well as 
their analysis. Xo energy is ever lost. 
Even when the radium atom, itself the 
child of the uranium atom, breaks 
down and dissipates its energy, ending, 
it is supposed, as the dull atom of lead, 
the original energies are not destroyed. 
Why should they not be gathered up 
again and thus again become avail- 
able? Are matter aud energy to go on 
their way, ultimately destroying the 
human race? For myself, I incline to 
the view that victory will rest at last 
with "man's unconquerable mind."— 
C. W. Salceby, F. R. S., in Harper's 
Magazine. 


LIZARDS OF BARBADOS. 


They Cnn Chan/ere Color nnd Drop 


Their TnilN at Will. 


The green lizards which swarm on 


every tree certainly have the hardest 
life of any creatures in Barbados, since 
their fleish is so delicate that every- 
thing eats them which can catch them. 
Cats, fowls, birds, monkeys and snakes 
all devour the poor lizards, which have 
only two methods of defending them- 
selves, both very inadequate for the 
purpose. One is their power of chang- 
ing their color, whereby they can ap- 
pear bright green at one moment on 
the leaf of an aloe and then dark choc- 
olate brown on a piece of damp earth. 
If this does not conceal them from 
their enemy they drop their tails. The 
caudal appendage jumps from the 
ground and makes a frantic dance all 
by Itself, and if the pursuer Is delud- 
ed into seizing It the lizard avails it- 
self of the chance to escape and grow 
another tail. 


For the rest the poor lizards are 


harmless things, with pathetic eyes, in 
which lurks an expression of weari- 
ness and disillusion, as though they 
were as old as the world itself and had 
found it all vanity and vexation of 
spirit. They are fond of plaintive mu- 
sic and will enter at the open windows 
when a piano is playing and sit listen- 
ing and nodding their queer flat heads 
and looking out of those wistful eyes 
at the player till he or she, if of an im- 
aginative temperament, might fancy 
she were playing to an audience of 
transmigrated souls.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.
